Realme. Forthrough Gods grace Peace 

began to take roote 1n the depth of mens 

hearrs , andthence to expell all hartbur= 
ning and miſtruſt: In#ice vnder the wings 
thereof gathered ſtrength by rhe exercize 
of lawes: Religion on both parts crept into 
credire in mens conſciences , whence the 
hcencious libertie'of warres had almoſt 
expelled it : Tobilitie grewe into familia- 
ritie & gauc oucr partialities and factios: 

The Comons after ſo many miſchiefes and 

cYamities , began to entoye the fruites of 
A 2 theix

their labours,and through ſuch good or- 
der as the King had taken, were 1n poſsi- 
bilitie ſpeedely to bee freed from the pit- 
lage and infolencie of the Souldier. To be 
brief, the miſeries and calamities incident 
to warres grewe into obliuion, and were 
almoſt buried vnder the commodities of 
peace,which was mightily proſecuted and 
daylie cheriſhed through the Kings wiſe+ 
dome, to whom nothing was xn fuck re- 
commendation as the continuaunce and 
eſtabliſhing of the ſame. For if on either 
ſide there remaincd any ſcarre of the aun+ 
cient miſcries , which the peace (that yet 
had not beene of ſo long continuaunce or 
force as the warre ) could not cleerely de- 
face, the King , who had both noted the 
miſchiefe mY founde out the remedie, 

through that dayly carethat he tookefor 
the afkayres of his Realme-., was ſurely cn» 
trcd ſuch a path as would not onely haue 
ended the calamities of this Realme , bur 
alſo in ſhort tyme haue reſtored her to 
her auncient dignitie , proſperitic , and 
+ brightneſle. Bur this neceſſarie path that - 
ſhould hauc lcd al things to wealth,quier, 


> andeaſe, is now broken vp and durbes 
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bythe houſe of Lorrayn, who are'vtterly | 
vapaticnt and not able to abide the trans , 
quilitieand peace of this Realme, as fin- 
ding the ſame'repugnant to their purpoe , 
ſes, which they knowethem ſclues vtrerly 
vnable to compaſſe bythe proſperitic, bug. 
rather through the confujjon , ruinc and 
ſabertion of this eſtate. 

It ivneedleſic here torehearſe ſuch their 
purpoſes as by the effeas are ſufficiently 
diſcouered: For it may be cuidently kno- 
yen to all men what the pretences and 
praRiſes of thoſe of that houſe hauc bene 
as alſowhat meanes they haue from time 
to time yſed, eſpecially fince the raigne of 

{Francis the ſecond, for the contriuing of 
their deniſes : which,to be briet,doted ta 
the extinguiſhing of rhe houſe of Fraunce, 
and intruding of the ſelues into the place 
thereof, And for the eaſier atteyning ta 
ſuch their drifts and enterpriſes, how they 
haue ſought to ſer denuiſion inthe Realm, 
to nourith troubles,to weaken the power 
of the Nobilitie by the loſſe and ſhedding 
of their bloud,to abaſe vnder ſundry pres 
xEces the credite & auctoritic of the Prins 
ces:lnthe meanc time them{zlues to take 
aufice - A 3 weapon 
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weapon in hand, togayne partakers,to 0- ' 
uerthroweall thar ſtand in their way, and - 
finally ſo farre as in-them lieth, to encroch 
the ſtrength and power of this Realm in- 
to their own hands. This courſe haue they 
euer ſince the rajgne of Frances the ſecod - 
raken; fiillgathering ground by little and 
litle and employing euery occaſion. They 
layd tothe Princes of the bloud that they 
had praiized againſt the perſon of the: 
young Prince,and vnder prerence thereof 
procured the appreheding and detaining 
of the chiefe Princes of the bloud, ſeque- 
ſtring the reſt from abour his Maieſtie, & 
bringing into miſlike the moſt auncient 
and faithfull officers of the Crowne , yea 
euen then, had not God preuented them, 
they had ſet foote vpon the verythroteof 
this eſtate . This being moſt manifeſt,can 
not. be attributed other then to their am- 
bictous pradtizes ; For at that time-no 
Prince 1n France openly did profeſſe-ahy 
.other then the Catholicke Romiſh Relts 
gion, neither was there any ſuch queſtion 
of controuerſie in Religion , which as yer 
was not much ſpoken of in this Reatme; 
No, thequarrell which the houſe-of Lor- 
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ryayne then had and yet hath againſt the 
houſe of France, tended vnder ſhadow of 
the King toraigne, yntill fitter oportuni- 
tie,the whiles,vnder his auQoriticand by 
his power torid their hands of the chi 
Princes of the bloud, who were any ſtum< 
bling blockes in their way, and of the of« 
ficers of the Crowne, as thoſe that could 
not brooke their vſurped aucoritie.. .: - - 

Vpon theſe and ſuchlike beginnings we 
are to iudge of their ations enſuing : ac» 
cording to theſe originalles muſtwe con- 
ſider of the effees, that ſince they haue 
endeuoured to diſguize to the ende: di- 
uerſly to/procure them fauour , as ſoone 
after they did,& ſtil they endeuour todo: 
but the nature of water is neuer better 
knowne then atthe Spring while itis yer 
pure and vnmingled , as likewiſe all hu- 
maine actions are naturally diſcerned at 
their firſt beginnings, before the inconue- 
niences that wee finde haue gathered a 
ſleights,and learnedtovſe any cloked dif- 
ſimulation . This alſo was the reaſon that 

'moued the, immediatly ypon the deceafe 

of King Francis, vnder whoſe name =_ 
ruled, becauſe he had marriedthe Scotti 

-4s A4  _ 
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Queene their nicce , finding themfelues 
. therebyexcluded from all meancs of go- 
vernement,toalter their former pretEce:. 
For-when they perceyued that the gene- 
rall eſtates lawfully ſummoned andafiem- 
bled did call them to accoumpr for their 
adminiſtrations anddealings,they began 
to cloke their ambition with the yayle of 
carneſt: zeate to the Catholick Romtſhres 
ligion. They, who but fower dates befote 
had put the Germain Princes.in ſuch hope 
of ioyning with them'in the confeſsion of 
eAiſbourg, beginning with the murder of 
,nany perſons of all ſfortes,ages and kinds 
at Vaſſy;did violate the lawes andinfringe 
the peaceand publicke tranquilitic ofthe 
'Realme, for the continuaunce: whereof, 
'the ſaid generaleſtates had foundit expe- 
-dieritto graunt the cxercize of both Reli- 
'gions,and tothe ſame end had publiſhed 
.a ſolWnane edi&t verefied in all the Courtes 
 of:Parliaiment;which could not bee attri- 
buted to force , feare, or other ynlawfull 
-purſuite, but onely to the ſole conſidera- 
tion of the benefite & tranquilitie of this 
eſtate;'With armes during the Kings mt- 
noritic they ſeazed vpon his perſon toge- 
PN Og A thep 
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ther with the Queene his mother, who nt 
wiſedome had coſented to the fayd edit, 
and —_ jult feare of their forces,was 
compelled(1ot without manitold reclay- 
ming theaide of thePrinces of the bloud 
againſt their tyrannie)to yeeld and in the 
ende to auctorize them for her patrons, 
All this they did to the ende to entangic 
the Princes youth in mallice , hatred and 
watrcs againſt his owne bloud, therby to 
weaken the Realme, and tolay it open to 
their inuaſions,& to drawe to themſelues 
both the auctoritie and force , (which in- 
deedethey brought to paſſe)ſo liuingand 
raigning in and among armes, which, as 
opportunirie ſhould ſcrue , they might a« 
buſe to their owne pretences, This foun- 
dation did they lay ſo firme , that for the 
ſpace:of theſe 25. yeres this Realme hath 
owedwith ciuill warres , vnder-the ſup= 
port whereof they haue exercized their 
mallice,fatiſtied their reuenging affeRiss, 
and laboured their ambition with the 
price of the King and his eſtate, yea, cuen 
-with the price (through their-accurſed & 
execrable counſayles) of the honor of the 
French nation , yato whomarc imputed 
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al the miſchiefes and calamities that tho- 
rowe the counſayle of this fatall houſe of 
Lorrayne hath beene contriued, vnrtill the 
King now raigning -1 his wiſedome fond 
out that the zcale of Religion by the pub. 
liſhed as a ſhield, was but a pretence: that 
the true ſpirite of Religion , whereof him 
ſelfc hath more apprehenſion and feeling 
then they,doth not perſwade or counſaile 
the violation of publick lawes,the breach 
of oath , or the tainting of a whole eſtate 
with bloud and murder:ſo that he percet- 
ued that vndoubtedly it was. buta prac- 
tiſe toclimbe higher : for the preuenting 
whereof it was requiſite toende the trou- 
bles of his Realme by anequal and indif- 
ferent pcace conuenient for the preſent 
time,rcferringto God(who only raigneth 
in the conſciences) all operation in the 
hearrs of his ſubiects, for the reuniting & 
bringing them all to one Religion. 
Howbeit this peace being made,not by 
force, but of the Kings meere motion and 
free conſent, which alſo in reſpe& thereof 
he would haue called hs peace:this famely 
could not brookeit , as-men that could 
ncucr finde any peace 1n peace, and _ 
ore

fore did continvally crofle it by al meaney 
and ſubrilties poſsible,yea,they procured 
their partakers by all kinde of iniuries; 
violences and wrogfull attempts to driue 
the profeſſors of the Religio into diſpaire 
and impatiencie, & to force them to take 
armes,whereby the King might iuſtly lea- 
nic watre againſt them, Againe,on the 04 
ther ſide they ſolicited the ſayd profeſ- 
ſors of Religion to 10yne with them , al- 
leadging the benefite of the Common- 
wealth,and promiſing them libertie of re« 
ligion vnder whatſocuer cautions or aſſu- 
rances that they could deſire, leauing no 
deuice or pollicie vnpraGiiſed, that might 
returne this eſtate into trouble , as kno. 
wing that thequiet and peace of the land 
fighteth againſt & ouerthroweth all their 
deniſes and purpoſes . Finally,finding the 
King more and more reſolued to main- 
taine peace, and the profeſſors of the Re- 
ligion crauing nothing more hartely the 
quietnes vnder the benefite of the edi&s, 
Eſpecially my Lord the Duke of eAniowe 
deceaſcd,and the King without ifſue,wh6 
by an imagination , which cannot ſpring 
but our of deſire , they aſſure themlelues 
on hey On | CO to 
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to out line, and ynto whome , as all men 
knowe, they haue preſcribed and limited 
but aſhort time, they reſolued to riſe in 
armes and to ſeaze ypon their Maieſties 
perſons ( had they not beene diſcouered) 
rogither with the moſt part of the Realm, 
ſo to bee the better prouided againſt the 
_ Timeof theirimagined alteration : Alſo: 
tor the drawing of the greater number of 
partakers to this conſpiracie, they haue 
publiſhed ſundrieritles and pretences , as 
true the one as the other, therby to acco- 
modate them ſelues to the diners mindes 
and (cuerall affections of men,ful cloking 
their poyſon and venome vnder a gorge- 
ous title ofa counter poyſon , the rather 
'to abuſe and confirme their adherents, 
The pretcnces: and titles publiſhed are 
theſe. T he Common wealth : The diſcharge 
of the third eftate : T he reintegration of To 
Nobiluie in their priftinate dignitie;T be ree- © 
fabliſhing of the Church im ber liberties and 
priniledges : T he ſuppreſſion of certaine perſons 
Whom the King bath exaltcd:T he reSttution 
' of ſuch #5 they. pretend to haut beene euill et 
rreated and hardly dealt with: T he nominatid 
of a (aholick;Romiſh ſucceſſor to the uy 
, oy 
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fo# ehe defence of the Romiſh Church: The ex<: 
rirpation of hereſie and rootirg out of theſe who' 
they pretend to be. heretickes. '.,, 
All theſe things haue they promiſed to. 
bring topaſle betore they ceaſe, andyet: 
how they haue accompliſhed it,I leaue to» 
all mens conſideration. The true canſe yet 
remaineth vnſpoken of, & is the ſame that 
only hath already produced ſome effe&s. 
Viz.T o be armed to the end to preſeribe lawes 
tothe King vnder colour of rooting out of He= 
retikes:and te maks away the chiefe-Princes of 
the blood,and fuch as are their priacipall ſtums 
blingblockgs : that i5;thoſe that profeſſe the re- 
ligion wherein they were borne and bred vp, ſo 
the eaſelier to attaineto thereft,andthis hath 
the King very well marked;enen from the 
beginning of their broyles hetherto: For 
in ſundry his Letters to the King of Na- 
#arre he hathiconfeſled , tharhe:krioweth 
well cnough that this their:zeale of Reli. 
gion 1s buta pretencer & that their drifrs 
do tend 2gainit his own perſon, his houſe,

»And'in the meanetime; becauſe vnder 
this pretence they had abuſed many of his 
ſubxeas,he requiteth the ſaid king of Na-

xarre to have pacience,yntil he might eut- 
dently diſcipher the colors from the cau- 
ſes,and the pretences from the purpoſes, 
aſſuring him that hee findeth the enter- 
priſe dire&ly againſt him ſelfe, and ſo the 
oftence to appertaine properly vnto him, 
Moreouer,vpon the ſame iudgement and 
foreſight his Maicſtic hath by his expreſle 
Letters, commaunded al gouernours and 
Lieutenants generall , in their Prouinces 
and perticuler chardges , to aflaile their 
troopes,and hath proclaimed and decla- 
red them Rebels,Traytors , perturbersof 
comon peace, and enemies to the Eſtate: 
Vpon the verification of theſe his Maie- 
ſties commaundements in all the Courts 
of Parliament, there haue enſued many - 
decrees,yea ſome haue bene executed, be- 
ſides thatthe like meſſages haue bin ſent 
toall Princesallied and confederat to the 
Crowne, with exprefle commaundement 
to his Maieſties Embaſſadours, to dire& 
their ſpeeches conformably thereunto, 
Viz. That his Maieſtie findeth by the ef- 
fees as well paſt aspreſent, and vnder- 
Randeth by the demeanurs and teſtimo- 
nics aforeiayde, that the — - 
| ole 
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thoſe of this houſe, notwithſt&ding whar- 
ſoeuer their pretences,is one of the fruits 
of their firſt atremprs,thatis,of their con- 
ſpiracie to roote out the houſe of France, 
whereof none needeto plead ignoraunce 
that liſt but to looke backe vnto, and call 
to minde their behauiours theſe 25.yeres 
and more, andat once to conſider well

At the fame time alſo that his Maieſtic 
proclaymed them Rebels, he reujued the 
publication of his Edi& of pacification 
throughout all partes of his Realme , as a 
teſtimony to al, but chiefly to thoſe of the 
Religion, that hee in nowiſe meffttoen- 
Cline rothedemaunds of theſe men, but 
did rather condemne them, for that they 
ſoughr to aboliſh the ſayde Religion by 
force of armes, his Maieſtie knowing that 
to be no meet or lawfull meane,as alſo by 
ſundry letters heaflured the King of N2- 
#arrethat he would do nothing preiudici- 
all either to the ſayd Edi&or him , whoſe 
cauſe he acknowledged to be his owne. 
 Allthe premiſſes notwithſtanding,it ſo 
fell out, that vpon a fudden a peace was 
concluded with thoſe'of this famely and 
league 


league,wherofproceeded an Edi&,wher; 
by the former Edit of pacification,ſo dey 
liberatly confirmed,& fo ſolemnly ſworng 
vato.by their Maieſtics: the Princes of his 
blood: all the Courtes of Parliamentiand 
the chiefe Lords & officers of the crowne; 
which alſo had bene ſo freſhly reiterated 
and again confirmed, was now vtterly re- 
uoked,all exerciſe ofreligion vnder paine 
ofdeath prohibited; all profeflars there 
of condemned within the tearme of fixe 
months to depart the realme;rhe townes 
for aſſurance , which ikewiſe of his owne 
accord,and for diuers conſiderations con 
cerningthe welth and quiet of his eſtate, 
he had proroged tothoſe of the ſaid reli- 
gion, they ſhould now ſpeedely.habidon 

to the ende to. huy peace at the hands © 

the ſayd Rebels & traitors, ſo proclaymed 
andacknowledged by his Maieſtic, with 
the hinderance of his. neereſt kinſemen; 
and,which1sworſe,the weapons commit- 
tcd to the hands of thoſe men, to the end 
to put the ſame inexecution,a matter vt- 
terly repugnant to all lawes, which doe 


meetly forbid the execution of any de»! 
cree to be committed to the aduerſe par- 
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tie,tnay more, that he ſhal notaſciſt theres 
at, notwithſtanding it were ro.maintaing 
the execution of Iuttice,  . __. 

| Hereupon therefore doth the Kitig of 
Naxarre deſire all good Frenclie mien in 
France to conſider what cauſc.he hath to,

They ſpake of therooting oiit of hete- 
ic , and the Chriſtian authors fought a- 
gainlt ie with generall Cawel : he ſub- 
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mitted himſelfe toa counſayle,atid declas 
red himſelfe to'be teady to beenſtruced 
therby and to yeeld thereto. They craued 
reformation and alteration in ſome mat= 
ters of eſtate : ſuch controyerſiss and dif- 
ferents are by the auncient ſtatutes of ths 
tand to beedetermined by the general &4 
ſtates;to the afſembly whereof, whenſoe- 
uer it ſhould pleaſe the King to ſummon 
them, hee offered to referre, and ſubmit 
himſelfe.
